AN EVIL UNDER THE MINING LAW, 


Toronto World:—One eyil of the pres- 
ent mining laws in Ontario is that they 
allow one man or company to go into 
any district and locate as many claims 
as he or they wish without assuming 
sufficient responsibility in regard tothe 
development thereof. The result is that 
great tracts of mineralized land are be- 
ing taken up by wealvhy individuals and 
syndicates to be held undeveloped for 
years for speculative purposes, Such 
a situation means the serious retarding 
of the progress of the country, 

When Premier Hardy is considering 
his new mining policy he will do well to 
pay particular attention to this phase 
of the question, and perhaps he may ob- 
tain a pointer or two by looking at the 
regulations existing in other countries. 
For instance, at a cursory glance the 
laws in yogue in Colorado, Montana 
and Idaho seem to be good as far as 
this point is concerned. In those States 
the locator of a claim is required to do 
not less than ten feet of work and to 
find at least one wall before recording 
the claim, The introduction of such a 
statute in this province would save the 
country from suffering from the greed 
of avaricious land-grabbers, while at 
the same time it would not bear so 
heayily on the poor man as to shut him 
off from the benefits that should accrue 
to him from the present era of advance- 
ment.

Dreadful Effects of Gossip. 

Kingston, Ont., Jan. 28.—Several 
murderous attacks have recently 
been made by conyicts upon one an- 
other as the outcome of gossip and 
tale-bearing. Recently John Doe 
and one Keating had a lively tussle 
in the bathroom, with the result that 
Doe was almost choked into silence. 
Doe, who was the aggressor, has 
gone into the prison of isolation 
where he had previously spent 
many da Another case was that 
of one Horrigan, who, incensed at 
the gossiping reports spread abroad 
about him by a fellow convict 
named McDonald, made a desperate 
assault upon the latter in the dining- 
room, He seized a fork, stabbed 
McDonald in the arm, and was seek- 
ing to touch him in a more vital 
point when the keepers in a forcible 
manner separated the men. Horri- 
gan is also in solitary confinement. 


Mr. Horner in Trouble. 


Rebelling Against Discipline Himself, He 


Tries to Enforce it upon Others. 


The Gananoque Reporter says: 
“ Rey. Mr. Horner is getting a taste 
of his own medicine. He was a 
trouble to the Methodist conference 
for several years, because he in- 
sisted on taking an irresponsible,go- 
as-you-please course, instead of be- 
ing governed by the Church rules. 
At length he was deposed from the 
Methodist ministry,and straightway 
set about the organization of a new 
society which would ‘set the Gospel 
free,’ and giye evangelists all the 
liberty they pined for on the line of 
methods and church seryices. But 
at the start he has met the very 
difficulty which caused his severance 
from his former associates. Inde- 
pendent ministers are all very well 
in theory, and so long as only one 
individual composes each particu- 
lar ministry. But when a number 
of them form an association, har- 
mony and unanimity of action can 
only be maintained upon a system 
of rules. Independence is impract- 
icable without a rupture. Mr. 
Horner believes in perfect freedom 
as applied to himself, but with strict 
rules for the guidance of his follow- 
ers, and his first act of organization 
was the forming of a set of regula- 
tions which completely deprives 
the other ministers of that liberty of 
action to secure which was their ob- 
ject and aim in joining forces with 
Mr. Horner. Naturally, those who 
stood in with Mr. Horner were men 
like himself, who believed in run- 
ning alone without being responsible 
to anyone else.- And now when 
they find that they are being bound 
hand and toot, and tongue, by their 
leader, they resent it as an adoption 
of the very tyranny they sought to 
escape from by leaving the old es- 
tablished churches. Rev. R.Mallett, 
of Inverary, isthe first to kick. He 
objected to-the rules and refused to 
abide by them. Mr. Horner gave 
him his choice—just as the Metho- 
dist Conference did to Mr. Horner— 
to obey the rules or leave the assoc- 
jiation. Mr. Mallett refused to do 
either—just as Mr, Horner did with 
the Conference. Mr. Horner dis- 
missed him from his ministry—just 
as he himself had been dismissed. 
A number of Mr. Mallett’s congrega- 
tion stand by him and urge him to 
go right along on his own hook, just 
as the enthusiasts urged Mr. Horner. 
But Mr. Mallett appears to have his 
doubts as to the wisdom or profit of 
such a course, and is more inclined 
to return to the Methodist fold. Mr. 
Horner is a good illustration of the 
old proverb which says that the in- 
subordinate servant makes the most 
tyrannical master. And his experi- 
ence is likely to be that the other 
ministers in his company will be 
driven back to their old connections 
—if they can get there—or break 
off to independence and become 
tyrants themselves.” 


CALLOUSED HIS HEART, 


A special despatch from Kings- 
ton adds the following :— 

Kingston, Ont., Jan. 30.—Rev. R. 
Mallett, B, A., for twenty-four years 
a Methodist preacher, but who left 
last June to join Horner's holiness 
movement, is now out in the cold. 
He was peremptorily dismissed for 
suggesting changes in rules which 
he found members were not observ- 
ing and which they held were more 
than the Bible required. If this 
were not done an honest and truth- 
ful return of members could not be 
given Parliament, before which an 
act of incorporation was being 
sought. Mr. Horner accused Mr. 
Mallett of “ repudiating the rules as 
unscriptural” and told him to quit. 
In view of Mr. Mallett’s knowledge 
of the body, he warns Parliament 
not to incorporate ‘one of the worst 
despotisms ever known in a free 
country.” To his mind R.C.Horner’s 
sudden elevation to power and 
patronage as leader of the so-called 
“holiness movement” has turned 
his head and calloused his heart.

the most common. The rusts of the 


atracting from their tissues a part of 
the nourishment that the plant has el- 
aborated for ita own use. According to 
Country Gentleman, the fungus, there- 
fore, weakens its host by a partial star- 
vation, and in addition to this it grad- 
ually kills the leaves and tissues imme- 
diately affected by the presence of its 
mycelium, and so diminishes the abil- 
ity of the plant to elaborate food for 
itself. The consequence is a crop of 
grain diminished in quantity ond in- 
ferior in quality, the loss depending up- 
on the severity of the attack. These 
cereal rusts devélop in the grain fields 
two principle crops of spores, or repro- 
ductive bodies, one of which is the rust 
spore, which is also known as the sum- 
mer spore or uredo spore. These are 
the first spores to appear on the affect- 
ed plant, They are produced in small 
pustules, which are round, elliptical, ob- 
long or linear in shape, and which soon 
rupture and expose to view the rust- 


colored mass of powdery spores. ‘These 
spores, being scattered by wind and 
falling on leaves of healthy wheat 


plants, quickly germinate under the in- 
fluence of warmth and moisture, and 
their germinal tubes or threads enter 
the tissues of the leaf and reproduce 


the rust in it. 

‘he other kind of spores appear later 
in the season. These are darker color- 
ed and different in shape, but they may 
appear on the same plant, or even in 
the same pustule that has previously 
been occupied by the rust spores. ‘These 
spores do not germinate usually till af- 
ter a period of rest, from which cir- 
cumstance they are called resting 
jspores. It is their office to carry the 
species through the winter and renew 
its attacks the next season. For | this 
reason, they have been called winter 
spores. Because of their late appear- 
ance, they have received the name tel- 
eutospores. The reproduction, of some 
of the species at least, through their 
agency is accomplished in a peculiar 
manner. In germinating, they send 
forth colorless filaments which bear 
small spores called promycelial spores, 
whose province it is to produce a kind 
of alternate generation in the form of 
a cluster cup of fungus or aecidium. 
This develops on some host plant en- 
tirely unlike the host plant of its pro- 
genitor. In the case of wheat rust, Puc- 
cinia gramminis, the host plant of its 
cluster cup fungus, Aecidium Berberi- 
dis, is the barberry bush. Its orange- 
colored spores, falling on the leaves of

the wheat plant, will, under favorable 
conditions, produce in it the wheat rust. 
For this reason barberry bushes were 
suspected of being in some way inimical 
‘good wheat crops long before bot- 
anists showed just what their agency 
was in injuring them. 

But in the species of rust now before 
us a peculiar habit has been detected. 
It sometimes attacks youls wheat 
plants in the fall, as in the present in- 
stance. In such cases its mycelium lives 
in the tissues of the host plant through 
the winter, and is able to renew its 
activity, with the return of warm 
weather. In this way the mycelium is 
capable of doing practically what the 
winter spores do ordinarily, and that, 
too, without the intervention of a crop 
of promycelial spores and of cluster-cup 
spores. Accordingly this kind of rust 
is sometimes able to appear in wheat 
fields much earlier in the season, than 
other kinds, and to perfect its crops 
of spores earlier than they do. Warm, 
wet weather spreads the infection. Un- 
fortunately no practical method of pre- 
venting the spread of this disease is yet 
known. If all the affected plants in 
the fields now could be destroyed, much 
of the danger to the rest would be de- 
stroyed with them. But even then the 
infection might possibly come from out- 
side sources, since this parasite attacks 
several species of grass as well as grain. 
The cluster cup of this fungus develops 
on several plants of the Borage family, 
such as hound’s tongue, corn gromwell, 
small bugloss and blueweed. 


VALUE OF THE LEGHORN. 


We regard the Leghorn, of which the 
Brown variety is the best, as the lead- 
er of all the various breeds of pure bred 
poultry. We accord it this position on 
account of its great commercial value. 
The merit or value of all pure bred 
poultry should, we think, be based on 
utility. It is the fowl in which there 
is the most money for the practical 
poultry-keeper that should be accorded 
the first place in the list. In the Leg- 
horn we have such a fowl. 

Keeping hens for their eggs pays bet- 
ter than’ raising fowls for the table, 
and it is as a layer that the Leghorn 
takes the front ranks. Statistics show 
that the average number of eggs per 
hen from the common fowls does not 
exceed ninety eggs per annum, where- 
as, the Leghorn, particularly the purely 
bred Brown Leghorn hens, average one 
hundred and fifty eggs 4 year, while 
some Leghorn hens have been known 
to lay fully one hundred and seventy- 
five eggs in three hundred and sixty- 
five days. This great excess in eggs 
from the Leghorn over the dunghill is 
sufficient to impress even the most 
skeptical in favor of the Leghorn. 

Any person that keeps hens for their 
eggs should keep the best layers. This, 
of course, is realized to a large extent, 
also the fact that the Leghorn is cham- 

ion of the ogg basket, hence the ever 
increasing popularity of the Leghorn. 
As a winter layer the Leghorn is as 

ood as any of the larger and more 
heavily feathered breeds, provided she 
is housed properly. A good house, and 
a comfort Mile roosting place, toget her 
with proper feeding, will cause the Leg- 
horn to lay and to lay at a big profit 
all winter, regardless of the weather 

The objection that some people raise 
to the Leghorn, because it does not sit 
about the back door and wait to be fed, 
lis a good trait wo think.

A despatch from Owen Sound gives 
the following particulars of Mr. Cald- 
well's death : 


“Mr, Robert Caldwell, a commercial 
trayoller, widely known both in Ontario 
and Quebec, and popular wherever he 
was acguainted, died very suddenly at 
Moaford this morning at 4 o'clock, De- 
ceased was in Owen Sound yesterday 
apparently in the best of health, He 
left here about 5 p. m.,droye to Meaford 
by stage, and registered at Paul's hotel, 
retiring about 11 p, m., and telling the 
porter to call himearly this morning. 
At 4 o'clock he roused the porter and 
complained of great pain. Dr. Snel- 
groye, who boards in the hotel, was 
called, and took Mr. Caldwell into his 
own room to treat him. The sick man 
on entering the room made some remark 
about it being yery cold, and almost 
instantly expired in the doctor's arms. 
Acute dyspepsia was the cause of death,” 

Mr, Caldwell was well-known in 
Madoc, his wife being Miss Jennie 
Moon, to whom he was married about 
12 years ago. They have since been 
residents of Belleville. His wife and 
young daughter, besides two sisters in 
Montreal, survive him, 

He was one of the best known drug 
men in Canada and was highly esteem- 
ed by all who knew him, He was a 
member of the Anglican Church and 
had been prominently identified with 
the congregation of St. Thomas, since 
his residence in Belleville. He filled 
the office of rector's church-warden on 
various occasions and was again ap- 
pointed to that position last Easter, 
The shock caused by the news of his 
sudden death was deeply felt among his 
numerous friends and his bereaved wife 
and family have the sympathy of all 
in their great affliction.

‘A despatch to the London Daily Tele- 
€raph from Port Louis, Island of Maur- 
itius, furnishes particulars of the wreek 
of the British Indian troopship War- 
ren Hastings, which wag wrecked off 
the Island of Reumion on Thursday, 
January Mth. It @ppears she ran 
ashore at 2,20 am. Lt wag pitch dark, 
and torrente of rain were falling. She 
had on board soldiers and crew to the 
number of 1232 men, in addition to a 
number of women and children, the 
families of the married men of the mil- 
itary force. When the ship struck the 
troops were ordered to retire from the 
upper deck to which they had flocked 
on the first alarm, and to fall in be- 
low. This they did promptly, the most 
perfect discipline prevailing, although 
the men were fully conscious of the 
danger which they were in. They were 
quietly mustered on the ‘tween decks 
without confusion or excitement. Ow- 
ing to the fact that the eurf-boats could 
mot be used in Janding he troops, two 
officers of the Warren ings were 
lowered from Ube ship’s bows to the 
rocks,and when it was found that a land- 
ing could be effected im tihis way the dis.

Death Came Suddenly. 


Robt. J, Caldwell, a Prominent Drug Traveller, 
Expires at Meaford. 

The sad nows reached Madoe on 
Thursday morning last of the sudden 
death of Mr, Robert Caldwell, drug 
traveller, of Belloville, which occurred 
at Meaford during the previous night, 
Deceased was # son-in-law of Mrs, M. 
Moon, of this village. 

A despatch from Owen Sound gives 
the following particulars of Mr. Cald- 
well's death : 


“Mr. Robert Caldwell, a commercial 
trayoller, widely known both in Ontario 
and Quebec, and popular wherever he 
was acguainted, died very suddenly at 
Meaford this morning at 4 0’clock, De- 
ceased was in Owen Sound yesterday 
apparently in the best of health. He 
left hore about 5 p.m.,droye to Meaford 
by stage, and registered at Paul's hotel, 
retiring about 11 p, m., and telling the 
porter to call himearly this morning. 
At 4 o'clock he 1 1 the porter and 
complained of ¢ pain. Dr, Snel- 
groye, who boards in the hotel, was 
called, and took My, Caldwell into his 
own room to treat him. The sick man 
on entering the room made some remark 
about it being yery cold, and almost 
instantly expired in the doctor's arms. 
Acute dyspepsia was the cause of death,’ 

Mr, Caldwell was well-known in 

Madoc, his wife being Miss Jennie 
Moon, to whom he was married about 
12 years ago, They have since been 
residents of Belleville. His wife and 
young daughter, besides two sisters in 
Montreal, survive him, 
He was one of the best known drug 
men in Canada and was highly esteem- 
ed by all who knew him, He was a 
Sartor of the Anglican Church and 
had been prominently identified with 
the congregation of St. Thomas, since 
his residence in Belleville. He filled 
the office of rector's church-warden on 
various occasions and was again ap- 
pointed to that position last Easter, 
The shock caused by the news of his 
sudden death was deeply felt among his 
numerous friends and his bereaved wife 
and family have the sympathy of all 
in their great afiliction. 

The remains were brought to his late 
home in Belleyille from whence the 
funeral took place on Saturday after- 
noon.

less tyranny, I feel that I owe it to God, 
the people of the movement and the 
public to warn them of danger, For 
conscientious reasons I left the Metho- 
dist Church last June, after preaching 
twenty-four years. Was then received 
as a member of the Rochester Conference 
of the Wesleyan Methodist Church of 
the United States, with permission to 
labor in Canada. I worked in a tent 
till October, was then sent to Inverary 
station by Mr. Horner, was received 
into the Conference of ‘The Holiness 
Movement’ at Ottawa on Dec. 80; was 
appointed a member of a committee to 
wait on Parliament and press for the 
incorporation of the 'Moyement,’ 

I came home and met the societies, 
I asked, ‘How many are keeping the 
rules?’ I found there were none. I 
asked, ‘How many of you will keep 
them?’ Not one would promise to do 
so. The law is that none can remain 
members who do not keep the rules. I 
communicated these facts to Mr. Horner, 
and suggested that if he could see his 
way clear to modify two yery stringent 
rules that seemed to the people to re- 
quire more than God does, the present: 
serious difficulty could be overcome and 
an honest and truthful return be made 
to Parliament. If not,[ saw the danger 
of coming to Parliament with lists of 
names, as members, who are not mem- 
bers- according to the laws of the or- 
ganization. 1 had good reasons for be- 
lieying that the state of things on my 
charge was a fair sample of matters in 
other places. As a member of the com- 
mittee to urge incorporation on Parlia- 
ment, I felt I was bound to point out 
the danger of coming before that august 
body on any false basis. The answer I 
received was a false charge of ‘repudiat- 
ing the rules as unscriptural,’and a per- 
emptory dismissal from being pastor 
with a notice that another man had been 
sent onto fill my place. No chance was 
given for any explanation or trial, 
Were I to committ a cold-blooded mur- 
der, I would be granted a fair trial be- 
fore being found guilty. The only course 
that seemed open was an appeal to the 

ople on the line of honor, “I'he Golden 
Rule,’ and their sense of right, justice 
and fair play, Many of them promised 
faithfully to stand by me in this cruel, 
heartless, Gespotic and merciless piece 
of business. But most of them, on be- 
ing informed that such a course would 
put them out of the moyement, broke 
their promise and showed more loyalty 
to Mr. Horner than to their sense of 
right and word of honor. Iam satis- 
fied from the state of things in my late 
charge that efforts will be made to re- 
turn people as members, to Parliament, 
who are not such by the laws of the or- 
ganization. Is this right, truthful or 
honest ? Unless something effectual be 
done soon to secure constitutional gov- 
ernment guaranteeing preachers and 
people their just rights, Parliament 
will shortly be asked to incorporate one 
of the worst despotisms eyer known in

A TRAGEDY. 


A Woman Who Kept Her Children 
Ignorance of the World. 
There are tragedies in nearly all peo- 
ple’s lives, though some may never 
know them by that name. We find 
them, too, in most unexpected places, 
Which reminds me that one day { stop 
pod for dinner at a house in the Cnin- 
erland mountains, so deep in the fast- 
nesses, that I had to employ a guide to 
show me the way to the first road that 
would take me out to the county road. 
The family consisted of m man and a 
wife, with six daughters, and a more 
ignorant lot of people, I think I never 
saw. After the dinner of bacon, beans 
and corn bread, the man and girls went 
back to the field, and I talked awhile to 
the woman before resuming my jour- 
ney. She was a typical mountaineeress, 
tall, angular and sallow, but there was 
a gleam of intelligence in her face, quite 
unlike the lack-lustreness of the usual 
woman of the mountains. 

‘Don’t you get very lonely, away off 
here to yonrself?”’ I asked her as she 
busied about the table. 

“I reckon I mought, ef I had time,” 
she replied’ “but I don't give myself no 
time to think about things like that.” 

“And what aboat vour girls? Don't 
they want to get out among people?” 

“Not ez I ever heerd ’em say.” 

“Do they go to school in winter?” 

“No.” 

“Have they never been?” 

“Not yit,” this half apologetically. 

“Do they have anythiog to read?” 

“They can’t read.” 

“Can't read?” I repeated in surprise, 
for even though the older mountuineers 
cannot read or write, as a rule the 
younger ones, under a more modern 
civilization, can. 

“No, they can’t,” she said, as if irri- 
tated by my tone. 

“Are you so far from a_ schoolhouse 
that you can’t send them?” was my next 
venture, 

“It’s two miles, and they could go, 
but I won't let 'em.” 

This was a new phase, and the matter 
became more sr taceetig: 

“Why not?” I asked, with a persist- 
ence that was risky. 

She stopped her work and turned to 
face me. 

“Them gals,” she said, ‘don't know 
nothin’ but these here-mountains, and 
thatthar river down thar; they don’t 
know what is goin’ on in the world out- 
side; they never seen no steam oars, ner 
boats, ner telegrafts, ner telephones, ner 
fine houses, ner beautiful clo’s, ner 
gentlemen, ner ladies; they don’t hardly 
know thar's such, but I do, fer I’ve saw 
people gz hez seen ’em, and they've told 
me; mndny's the night I've gone to bed 
and cried myself to sleep in the loft that 
wz my bedroom, thinkliy wvour what 
thur wuzin the world that I couldn't 
even hope to git a look at; I got sol 
could read, and then I read about ’em 
all, and that made it wuss; thar wuz 
nothin’ but mountains and loneliness 
and silence fer me, and I couldn't help 
myself nohow. Then I married Jim, 
and we come here; Jim can't read ner

discovered growing wild in Batavia and 
a sample has been sent to a French 
professor of botany at Paris to whom 
we are indebted for a description. 

It is entirely devoid of flavor, and is 
hardly likely ever to find a welcome at 
the dining table. It appears to be a 
species of bean, resembling a cigar both 
in form and color, though only about 
an inch in length.

A cold dish either for a Sunday 
night tea or a course at a luncheon, 
is easily made from half a pound of 
cold chicken, veal, lamb or tongue.

When the water boils, strain 
it over the gelatine, season moderate- 
ly with salt, and add a small teaspoon- 
ful of beef extract, When the lig- 
uid begins to thicken, pour half of it 
in a small mould or deep dish or bowl. 
Make the meat mixture into a flat 
layer, somewhat smaller than the size 
of the mould, put it on the jelly, and 
spread evenlys ‘Then pour over it the 
remainder of the jelly. When stiff, 
pour the contents of the mould into 
a flat dish and garnish with olives, 
peppers or cresses. Cut in slices Lo serve, 
and use a cake knife to lift it, or serve 
asa salad ona bed of lettuce, and pass 
with it a mayonnaise dressing. Any de- 
licate fish that is not very oily may 
be served in the same way,

A FARMER ON MANITOBA 


DESCRIBES THE COUNTRY, ITS €LI- 
MATE AND RESOURCES. 
Where ©. tal, Knowledge and Ty atry 
Aro Certain of Reward—Fificen Years 
Experience in the Prairie Province— 
The Kina of Men Wanted tn That 

Country. 


There have been so many diverse ex- 
pressions of opinion concerning Mamito- 
ba as a farming country that it may 
well have been called a ‘debatable 
land.” Its votaries are never tired of 
describing it as the “place of promise,” 
the one hope of the Dominion; its de- 
tractors would have you believe that 
it isfit not even fora dog to hive in; 
and between these two there is a whole 
gamut of opinion for and against. The 
truth is often found to be the mean 
between two extremes, but in the 
case of Manitoba, after a careful sift- 
ing the evidence, one is inclined to 
believe that “the ayes have it.’ One 
is especially inclined to this opinion 
after a chat with Mr. Samuel Hanna, 
himself a successful Manitoba farmer, 
and one of the largest in the province. 
Mr. Hanna went to Manitoba fifteen 
years ago and he sums up the experi- 
ence of those three lustrums in this 
pregnant sentence: “Manitoba is good 
enough for me.” 

Mr, Hanna is a man that it does one 
gool to meet; large of frame, as is fit- 
ting for a land of “broad acres,” kind- 
ly of disposition, of indomitable perse- 
verance, and filled with the knowledge 
of his business to his finger-tips, he 
strikes you as

and the kind of man whose absence 
from the “Deserted Village” Goldsmith 
most deplored. When Mr. Hanna first 
seltled in Griswold, in 1881, there was 
no railway nearer than Portage La 
Prairie, sixty miles west of Winnipeg. 
Brandon was first surveyed for town 
sites in the May of that year and the 
first sale was made in June. In fact, 
from Portage La Prairie to Vancouver 
all the town sites have been surveyed 
and built up since that date—a faot 
eminently to be taken into considera- 
tion when criticising the progress of 
the country. 

But let Mr. Hanna speak for himself: 
“I went from Pennsylvania to Gris- 
wold, Manitoba,” he says “in 1881. I 
cleared the land and in 1883 I raised 
two thousand bushels at eighty-two 
cents and eighty-one cents per bushel. 
There was no elevator there then. In 
1884, I raised four thousand bushels, 
which I sold for seventy-six cents. In 
1885 the crop was a little injured by 
frost and in that year I shipped four 
thousand bushels to Toronto, obtaining 
for it forty cents per bushel. In 1886 
I sold seven thousand bushels at sixty 
in 1887, ten thousand bushels 
at fifty-two cents; in 1888, six thou- 
sand bushels at a dollar and two cents. 
In 1889 there was a drought, which 
nearly burnt up the crop, the average 
being only about ten bushels per acre. 
In 1890, I sold fourteen thousand bush- 
els at eighty-two cents and in 1891, 
eleven thousand bushels at sixty-five 
cents. During all this perlod I raised 


alot of coarse grain and did some

Of late years the price of wheat has 


been very low and I nave gone into 
mixea farming more and more exten- 
sively.” 

“You have had no reason to com- 
plain of prices recently, Mr. Hanna’?’ 

No, the recent depreciation has been 
areal blessing to the country. It has 
enabled those who were a bit behind 
to pay off their debts, increase their 
stooks and implements and extend their, 
holdings. Generally, I may say that 
the Manitoba farmer was never in a bet-

abroad with a few hundred pounds, and 
fancies he is going to make his fortune 
in about three months. He knows 
nothing, but thinks he knows it all, 
and all he succeeds in “making” as a 
rule is making a lamentable mess of 
it. I remember a few years ago, some 
Ontario farmers coming to Manitoba. 
They came with their waggons and im- 
plements; they were roughly dressed, 
and the ‘‘dudes” I am describing laugh- 
ed at them, called them “hayseeds.” 
However, these men knew their busi- 
ness and the laugh was soon on the 
other side. I only mention these facts 
to show you the kind of men who de- 
ery the country; for Englishmen in 
general I have 
THE GREATEST ADMIRATION, 

some of the best farmers in Manitoba 
are practical Englishmen, and I only 
wish there were more of them.” 

“Now, about the climate, Mr, Han- 


|ma; that is well, rather too hot in 


summer, isn’t it; and, to put it mildly, 
not exactly ‘sultry’ in winter, eh? 
We are told, too, that the mosquitoes 
in your dog days are very powerful 
and persévering, and hardly satisfied 
with a man at a meal.” 

. ‘Ha, ha!” laughed Mr. Hanna, heart- 
ily. “In winter,” he said, “the wea- 
ther is certainly cold and sharp, but it 
is very bracing, and we dress warmly 
for it, we feel it, and mind it not 
at all; im fact, we really like it.

Of 
course, in these years the farmers suf- 
fered from the low prices of the dam- 
aged article,” 

“Then, to sum up, Mr. Hanna, you 
think that the country is ‘all right.’” 

“I am sure that the country is all 
right and has a great future before it; 
all that is wanted is 

THE RIGHT SOKL OF SETTLERS, 
and plenty of them. If the price of 
wheat keeps at a remunerative figure, 
as I think it will now for come time, we 
shall extend our operations; if it re- 
verts to the low Heures of the past 
few years, there is plenty of scope for 
i a In any case, my own 
opinion is that mixed farming is best, 
as it brings into operation all a farm- 
er's resources, and it can easily run 
along side by side with the most ex- 
tensive wheat cultivation.” 

“One or two things I would like to 
add to your many questions,” conclud- 
ed Mr. Hanna, smiling in his hearty 
fashion. “In Manitoba mow, good 
land can be bought at from three to 
five dollars per acre not far from the 
railway and settlements; of course, 
without improvements. I would also 
like to point out that we have coal 
fields, on the west, at Leithbridge; on 
Uhe south, at Assiniboia; and that at 
Tort McLeod we have as good anthra- 
cite coal as is to be found anywhere 
in the world. Add to these things the 
custum that must come to us when the

For two dozen large oysters make 
a force-meat with the following ingre- 
breast of an uncooked fowl, 


chopped, pounded and then rubbed 
h of a cup- 


ful of cream or milk, one-eighth of 3 
cupful of stale bread eerie free of 
crust, the white of one egg, one table- 
spoonful of salt, a tiny bit of white pep- 
per and a slight grating of nutmeg. ‘ 

Put the bread and cream in & smal 
saucepan and cook until a smooth paste 
is formed (it will take two minutes on 
the back of the range where it should 
be put and where it will hardly bubble). 
Take this paste from the fire and add 
the seasoning, chicken and the white 
of the egg ee pea Mix all well 
and sét away to cool, 

"Dry the oysters on a soft towel and 
season them with salt and pepper. 
Now roll them in fine bread crumbs 
and lay them on a large dish. Divide 
the forcemeat into twelve parts and 
spread evenly on twelve oysters. Lay. 
the other twelve oysters on the first 
dozen, pressing gently with the aid of 
the knife to make them stick, 

Put into a deep plate the yolk of 
the eg@ left from tho forcomeat and 
one whole ege and bent well with a 
fork. Season with salt. Dip the stuff- 
cd oysters in this ceg and then roll 
them in bread crumbs, being careful 
to have them part covered with the 
ge and crumbs. When all are done 
ace them in a fryix basket and cook 
intil they are a rich brown in fat 
it the temperature of about 400 do- 
rrees. It will take about ono minute 
rod a half to fry them, Serve with 
Indoria sauce, ‘The stuffed oysters 
may be kept in a cool plac> for several 
hours before frying.

Magistrate's Court, 


A complaint was laid before A. F, 
Wood, Esq. ,on Friday last, by P. Welsh, 
of Springbrook, against Robt, Stewart, 
druggist of that place, for defacing an 
advertisement. ‘Trial was named for 
Thursday 4th, and parties served and 
witnesses summoned. On Wednesday 
night Stewart drove over, confessed: to 
the act, was fined, which he paid with 
costs made. It appeared that a riyalry 
had been going on between Welsh and 
Stewart in selling patent medicines at 
reduced prices, Stewart finally expres- 
sed his dissatisfaction by defacing one 
of Welsh’s bills, the worst feature being 


the obscene language used for that pur- 
pose, ‘ 


On Wednesday evening, the 8rd of 
February, a warrant was applied for to 
A. F. Wood, Esq., by Jacob Huff in the 
absence of Constable John Huff for a 
warrant of detention to hold a coloured 
man charged with haying stolen $46 
from the house of one Miles Strong, of 
Thurlow. The warrant was granted, 
and on Thursday morning Mr. Strong 
appeared with witnesses before the 
Magistrate. The prisoner gave his 
name as Charles Morris, and through 
his council, Wm Cross,plead not guilty. 
On the night before, immediately after 
the warrant was issued, the prisoner 
was searched and nothing found to in- 
criminate him, A $5 bill and about $1 
in silyer was the money found, and he 
carried in his satchell—a large one— 
tools for mending stoves,crockery ware, 


etc. The evidence of Strong and two 
other witnesses went to show that on 
Wednesday morning Morris was seen 
in the lane leading from the public road 
to Strong's house, which was about a 
quarter of a mile away, at about half- 
past eight. That at this time Strong 
was with his man at the barn watering 
his stock. His sister, who keeps house 
for him, had gone to Belleville and no 
one was in the house, About a quarter 
of an hour later he was seen on the pub- 
lic road by a man with a team, of whom 
he asked a ride, and was taken to Moira 
in Huntingdon. About nine o'clock 
Strong came to the house, and, wanting 
to get some money to send by his man 
to get a horse shod at Latta’s Mills or 
Plainfield about two miles away, went 
to his bedroom and to a pair of pants 
hanging there where he had the night 
before left some $46. To his surprise it 
was gone, He looked in different parts 
of the house, and, not finding it, drove 
to Plainfield, and there heard 
that a coloured man had_ stopped 
over migniiang left early in the morn- 
ing without breakfast, and further that 
he had been seen in the neighborhood of 
his house. He at once droye to differ- 
ent points, at first unsuccessfully, but 
finally to find that a coloured man had 
been driven to Moira, He followed and 
found he had taken the railroad to 
Crookston station. He followed on and 
found him at Ivanhoe Station, evident- 
ly waiting for the C. P.R. Heat once 
telegraphed Huff at Madoc who went 
down to the station finding that Morris 
had left a short time before. They 
finally oyertook him on the railway 
track west and brought him to Madoc. 

While there was strong grounds for 
suspicion there was not sufficient evi- 
dence to commit him. Strong 
asked for an adjournment that he might 
search his tracks for the money after he 
left Iyanhoe Station, ‘The case was 
taken up again at 4 p,m, Nothing new 
had been found. ‘The prisoner express- 
ed no unwillingness to be searched—in 
fact, facilitated it. He made no pro- 
testations of innocence, simply denying 
the charge, During the examination of 
witness, he left himself in the hands of 
his counsel, There being no evidence 
sufficient to detain him further he was 
discharged. His face brightened up, 
but he expressed neither pleasure or 
surprise, or thanks, but seemed to taka 
it as a matter of course.

Local Legal. 

We take the following, referring toa 
local trial, from the Belleyille Sun of 
Thursday last :— 

Rouuins vs. DAnrorp.—In the High 
Court of Justice, before Mr. S. 8S. 
Lazier, local master at Belleville, judg- 
ment was giyen to-day in the case of 
Rollins ys. Sherwin and Danford, This 
was an action referred by Mr. Justice 
Robertson to the local master for trial, 
from the non-jury sittings last fall, be- 
ing an action brought by the plaintiff 
to recoyer the balance due on a mort- 
gage and for sale of the mortgage 
premises, The plaintiff, shortly after 
the first payment became due on the 
mortgage, took the mortgagor's promis- 
sory note for $280, upon the understand- 
ing that the amount was not to be 
credited upon the mortgage unless the 
note was paid. Subsequently the 
plaintiff transferred the mortgage as 
security to one MacKenzie. The note 
not being paid, the plaintiff obtained a 
re-conyeyance of the mortgage to him- 
self and brought action to recover the 
balance due thereon. The defendant, 
Danford, who now has the equity of 
redemption, set up the defence that the 
first payment for which the note was 
giyen should be credited upon the 
mortgage and that there was only $280 
of «a balance due. The master gave 
judgment, finding that the note had 
never been paid and that the defend- 
ants were not entitled to haye thesame 
credited upon the mortgage and that 
there was a total amount due to the 
plaintiff of $828, S, Masson and D, LE. 
K. Stewart for plaintifi; R. C. Clute 
and A, A, McDonald for defendant.

Magistrate's Court, 


A complaint was laid before A. F, 
Wood, Esq.,on Friday last, by P. Welsh, 
of Springbrook, against Robt, Stewart, 
druggist of that place, for defacing an 
advertisement. ‘Trial was named for 
Thursday 4th, and parties seryed and 


witnesses summoned, On Wednesday 


night Stewart drove over, confessed to 
the act, was fined, which he paid with 
costs made. It appeared that a riyalry 
had been going on between Welsh and 
Stewart in selling patent medicines at 
reduced prices, Stewart finally expres- 
sed his dissatisfaction by defacing one 
of Welsh’s bills, the worst feature being 


the obscene language used for that pur- 
pose. 


On Wednesday eyening, the 8rd of 
February, a warrant was applied for to 
A. F. Wood, Esq., by Jacob Huff in the 
absence of Constable John Huff for a 
warrant of detention to hold a coloured 
man charged with haying stolen $46 
from the house of one Miles Strong, of 
Thurlow, The warrant was granted, 
and on Thursday morning Mr, Strong 
appeared with witnesses before the 
Magistrate. The prisoner gave his 
name as Charles Morris, and through 
his council, Wm Cross,plead not guilty. 
On the night before, immediately after 
the warrant was issued, the prisoner 
was searched and nothing found to in- 
criminate him, A $5 bill and about $1 
in silyer was the money found, and he 
carried in his satchell—a large one— 
tools for mending stoves,crockery ware, 


ete. The evidence of Strong and two 
other witnesses went to show that on 
Wednesday morning Morris was seen 
in the lane leading from the public road 
to Strong’s house, which was about a 
quarter of a mile away, at about half- 
past eight. That at this time Strong 
was with his man at the barn watering 
his stock. His sister, who keeps house 
for him, had gone to Belleville and no 
one was in the house, About a quarter 
of an hour later he was seen on the pub- 
lic road by a man with a team, of Shun 
he asked a ride, and was taken to Moira 
in Huntingdon. About nine o'clock 
Strong came to the house, and, wanting 
to get some money to send by his man 
to get a horse shod at Latta’s Mills or 
Plainfield about two miles away, went 
to his bedroom and to a pair of pants 
hanging there where he had the night 
before left some $46. ‘To his surprise it 
was gone, He looked in different parts 
of the house, and, not finding it, drove 
to Plainfield, and there heard 
that a coloured man had_ stopped 
over night and left early in the morn- 
ing without breakfast, and further that 
he had been seen in the neighborhood of 
his house, He at once droye to differ- 
ent points, at first unsuccessfully, but 
finally to find that a coloured man had 
been driven to Moira. He followed and 
found he had taken the railroad to 
Crookston station. He followed on and 
found him at Ivanhoe Station, evident- 
ly waiting for the C. P.R. He at once 
telegraphed Huff at Madoc who went 
down to the station finding that Morris 
had left a short time before. They 
finally oyertook him on the railway 
track west and brought him to Madoc. 

While there was strong grounds for 
suspicion there was not sufficient evi- 
dence to commit him, Strong 
asked for an adjournment that he might 
search his tracks for the money after he 
left Iyanhoe Station. ‘The case was 
taken up again at 4 p,m, Nothing new 
had been found. ‘The prisoner express- 
ed no unwillingness to be searched—in 
fact, facilitated it. He made no pro- 
testutions of innocence, simply denying 
the charge, During the examination of 
witness, he left himself in the hands of 
his counsel. There being no evidence 
sufficient to detain him further he was 
discharged, His face brightened up, 
but he expressed neither pleasure or 
surprise, or thanks, but seemed to tako

An exchange truly remarks :—There 
are many people who believe it is the 
duty of an editor of a newspaper to try

Then there are fellows 
who, when they have a grievance or spite 
against anybody,try to use the editor to 
yentilate their ill-humor and punish 
their enemy. What a poor idea they 
must have of the editor when they think 
he is anxious and willing to do their 
dirty work for them, It is the duty of 
the editor to publish the news, cham- 
pion virtue and morality, and denounce 
eyil, immorality and wrong, but he 
mistakes his calling if he undertakes to 
become the especial guardian and regu- 
lator of the conduct of every individual

Local Legal. 

We take the following, referring toa 
local trial, from the Belleyille Sun of 
Thursday last :— 

Rouuins vs. Danrorp.—In the High 
Court of Justice, before Mr. S. S. 
Lazier, local master at Bolleyille, judg- 
ment was given to-day in the case of 
Rollins vs. Sherwin and Danford, This 
was an action referred by Mr. Justice 
Robertson to the local master for trial, 
from the non-jury sittings last fall, be- 
ing an action brought by the plaintiff 
to recoyer the balance due on a mort- 
gage and for sale of the mortgage 
premises, The plaintiff, shortly after 
the first payment became due on the 
mortgage, took the mortgagor's promis- 
sory note for $280, upon the understand- 
ing that the amount was not to be 
credited upon the mortgage unless the 
note was paid. Subsequently the 
plaintiff transferred the mortgage as 
security to one Mackenzie. The note 
not being paid, the plaintiff obtained a 
re-conyeyance of the mortgage to him- 
self and brought action to recover the 
balance due thereon. The defendant, 
Danford, who now has the equity of 
redemption, set up the defence that the 
first payment for which the note was 
giyen should be credited upon the 
mortgage and that there was only $280 
of a balance due, The master gave 
judgment, finding that the note had 
never been paid and that the defend- 
ants were not entitled to haye the same 
credited upon the mortgage and that 
there was a total amount due to the 
plaintiff of $828. S, Masson and D, E. 
K. Stewart for plaintifi; R.C. Clute 
and A, A, McDonald for defendant.

Angus M'Leod’s Murderer. 


Kingston, Feb.12.—The old adage 
that “Murder will out!” received 
Startling confirmation yesterday, 
when a convict in the penitentiary 
named Troy made a voluntary con- 
fession that he, in September, 1893, 
shot and killed Angus Mcleod, of 
Napanee. Government Detective 
Rogers, who had charge of the in- 
vestigation into the murder, and 
who, a few months ago, visited the 
penitentiary here in connection with 
the case, came down from Toronto 
yesterday and took down the con- 
yict’s confession, which is said to be 
most circumstantial. Troy was sent 
down from the West two years ago 
to serve a 20 years’ sentence for 
shooting a railway conductor. An- 
gus McLeod, it will be remembered, 
was shot in his own house while he 
attempted to grapple with a burglar 
whose movements his wife had 
heard. Mr. McLeod rushed out into 
the hall, and, as he advanced, the 
man fired, and the shot took effect. 
The murderer fled, leaving a brown 
fedora hat behind. It is said that 
Troy was run down through the 
headgear. Mr, McLeod was a tin- 
smith and » former Kingstonian.

Some Interesting Figures. 

The Ontario Bureau of Industries 
has recently issued Part VI. of its 
annual report for 1895, containing 
in a convenient and comprehensive 
form the population and financial 
statistics of all the organized muni- 
cipalities of the Proyince, compiled 
from the official returns of the Clerks, 
Treasurers and Auditors, comprising 
38 counties, 13 cities, 96 towns, 137 
villages and 492 townships. 

The population of the proyince in 
1895 is shown to have been 1,959,- 
$90, ora gain of 128,895 in ten years, 
being an increase of only 7.05 per 
cent. in the decade. ‘The total pop- 
ulation of the townships is given as 
1,148,856, or at a loss in ten years 
of 39,335. Towns and villages are 
credited with a total of 431,544, or 
a gain of 71,539 in ten years ; cities, 


416,215, or a gain in ten years of f 


96,581. 

But while the population of the 
province has increased only 7.05 per 
cent., municipal taxation has in- 
creased from $9,009,385 in 1896 to 
$12,319,420 in 1895, or from $4.93 
6.29 per head, being a gain of 36.64 
percent. Of this increase the cities 
contributed the advance from 
$2,050,136 in 1886 to $5,277,594 in 
1885, or per head from $9.23 to 
$12.86; towns and villages, from 
$1,670,848 to $2,565,560 or from 
24.64 to $5.94 per head, and town- 
ships from $4,138,401 to $4,473,269 
or from $3.82 to $4.03 per cent. 

In the nine years from 1886 to 
to 1894 inclusive the total deben- 
ture debt of the municipalities has 
risen from $29,924,863 in 1886 to 
$40,724,527, or from $16.27 to $25.58 
per head. During this time the 
floating debt of the municipalities

Extremely low prices have, 
however, helped’in Europe as here to 
close up eae and there is now a re- 
newed inguiry for tpples from the 
United Kingdom and from continental 
ports. A very extensive receiver and 
shipper of American apples said that 
this might result in such increase of 
shipments as to bring about another 
glut in European markets; but it was 
thought that of apples hardy enough 
to export the supplies remaining are 
not so great as to take al reasonable 
prices the quantities tnat will be sent. 
‘The exports of apples last week from 
the United States and Canada amount- 
ed to about 75,000 barrels, of which be- 
tween 80,000 and 40,000 barrels were 
shipped from Halifax.

That this is being recognized I need 
only give a few instances: A Chicago 
£48 company and a trust company are 
investing $3,000 in water power at 
Sault Ste, Marie; the Lachine Rapids 
Power Company at Montreal has 
vested over $2,000,000 in water pov 
there, and the Le Roi Electric Company 
of Montreal, which has had in operation 
for years a battery of boilers and engines 
of several hundreds of horse power cap- 
acity, has seen fit to set that aside and 
develoyr na water power in the Richelieu 
river at a yery heavy cost, transmitting

* That isa part of the great plan I 
have been telling you about, It can be 
done by settling the water power of the 
Moira, to work in conjunction with the 
power of the Trent, which is already 
settled. With this power an electric 
railway could be operated which would 
form a belt line through the best farm- 
ing district of the county. Sucha road 
would not pay if run by fuel and you 
would never get proper electric power.

100 miles,” 

“Run by power from the Moira 2” 

“Well, perhaps half the power might 
be secured from the Moira and the other 
half from the Trent, But that would 
be left tor the engineers to determine.” 

"This would open Belleyille market 
more conveniently to the north ?” 

“*Assuredly. At the present time 
better facilities for traffic in places east 
and west are taking the trade of the 
north from Belleyille. A road such as 
I have outlined would remedy this and 
the shoppers of the north would come to 
Belleville, their natural market.” 


THE FARMERS’ INTEREST, 


‘* Here is a pointin which the farmers 
are interested. Many of them will re- 
member that Mr. Ayer, the big cheese 
exporter of Montreal, recently asked the 
cheese men not to draw their cheese 
long distances in very hot weather in 
summer as it lessened the value of 
the article, The electric road would 
pass the door, as one might say, of all 
the cheese factories in this district, 
All light freight could be handled easily 
and they can readily see the adyantage 
of being able to load their cheese on a 
cool car, to be rapidly conveyed to its 
destination, This would raise the Value 
of the article at least one-sixteenth of a 
cent more,

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TO SELL YOUR CLAIM, 


The Toronto World gives the follow- 
ing good advice to owners of mining 
properties ;— 

The great trouble with those who 
have mines to sell—both owners and 
promoters—is that they do not have 
their properties opened up to show 
whether they are of real value or not; 
or, if they do, do not haye them pro- 
perly examined and sampled so as to 
give prospective purchasers some guar- 
antee that they are more than mere 
prospects, 

A very small amount of work in 
developing will often make a showing 
that will enable a mine owner to ask 
enough to repay him many times over. 
True, a yery little work will often spoil 
a very good prospect, hut the owner 
must learn that he has to deal with 
business men who are not buying 
prospects,

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A NEW SCIUIEME, 


A representative of a well-known 
mining machinery manufacturing con- 
cern is making overtures to owners of 
certain claims, which brings forward 
an entirely new phase in the mining 
aspect of the country, The machinery 
people offer to inspect a prospect, and 
if satisfactory to develop same, and 
put in all necéssary machinery, in- 
cluding stamp mill. For payment, the 
first results of the mine, outside of 
running expenses, such as wages, pro- 
Visions, etc,, are taken as the bullion 
is produced, In this way the mill is 
paid for and the prospector, if he has 
prtience to wait for this kind of oper- 
ation, then finds himself in fnll pos- 
session of a bullion producer. ‘Vhe 
machine people, of course, take a cer- 
tain amount over and above the cost 
of the mill to pay for interest on the 
money invested. If the mine turns 
out to be a failure, the machinery {s 
remoyed to another prospect and the 
same experiment tried over again, Of 
course it is only in such countries as 
this, where there are hundreds of pros- 
pects,that such a scheme can be worked.

MURDERED ON THE TRAIN 


SHOCKING CRIME ON A LONDON 
SUBURBAN RAILWAY. 


The Young Woman's Body Found Under 
a Seat—No Clue to the Assassin—The 
Motive of the Crime a Mystery. 
Nothing since the Jack-the-Ripper 

murders has so aroused London and all 

England os the tragedy in a suburban 

train on the South-Western railway on 

Thursday evening. The train from 

Hounslow reached London terminus at 

8.80 o’clook. After the passengers left 

a car cleaner, inspecting the carriages, 

found the mutilated body of a young 

woman partially concealed beneath a 

seat in a second-class compartmypnt, 

‘The body which was still warm was 

dragged out with difficulty, for the 

upper part of the body had been forc- 
ed under the seat with great violence, 

Tt was found that the skull had been 

crushed in by a vouple of heavy blows. 

There was evidence of a severe strug- 


gle before the victim succumbed. 
There was no trace whatever of the 
murderer. (he most astonishing fea- 


ture of the crime was the fact that 
the train’s longest run between sta- 
tions was only five minutes, and no- 
body had seen or heard anything to 
excite suspicion. 
THE YOUNG WOMAN 
was immediately identified by her fi- 
ance, who was waiting at the station 
to meet her, She was Miss Elizabeth 
Kemp, who was manager of a small 
hotel at Walworth. She had been 
spending the afternoon with relatives 
in the Hounslow suburban district, six 
or seven miles from the centre of the 
pls The fact which chiefly arouses 
public interest is that such a crime 
could be committed in a railway com- 
partment in London itself, and the per- 
petrator escape without exciting sus- 
picion. England still slings to the 
compartment system of railway travel 
for the very reason which cost this 
young woman her life. It is the object 
of every Englishman and woman to 
secure an unoccupied compartment, if 
possible, for a railway journey, long or 
short. he danger from thieves, ruf- 
fians, and maniacs is supposed to exist 
only on long runs. It is impossible thus 
far to assign even a motive for this tra- 
gedy. Nothing has been found con- 
nected with the murderer except his 
weapon, which was a chemist’s heavy 
pestle. This was discovered near the 
line at Putney about three miles out. 
It was covered with blood, and adher- 
ing to it were one or two hairs from 
the ae head.

It is supposed she had quite 
a sum of money, but this is omly con- 
jecture. The police thus far are quite 
nonplussed, although they are active- 
ly following a variety of clues connect- 
ing passengers who left the train at 
way stations with the crime, One the- 
ory is that an escaped female lunatic 
from Putney killed the girl. Although 
experience re shown hat the con- 
struction of English railway carriages 
is especially favourable to the commit- 
ting of crimes of this kind, still there 
was no appliance in the compartment 
to enable any one attached to com- 
municate with the guard. The Eng- 
lish newspapers are clamouring for the 
adoption of the American style of rail- 
way carriage as the surest preventive 
of such crimes.

THE BRITISH GRENADIERS.

This Quick-step is Said to Date From the 
Sixteenth Century,

ABOUT COOKING VEGETABLES.

Potatoes—Twenty minutes. 

String beans—Thirty minutes. 

Lima beans—Forty minutes. 

Asparagras—Twenty five minutes; 
longer at the end A f the season. 

Cabbage—Twenty-minutes. 

Cauliflower—Twenty minutes. 

Peas—Twenty minutes, 

Spinach—Twenty minutes. 

Green corn—Fifteen minutes,

HOGS FOR FAMILY USE 

Notwithstanding the prejudice in the 
minds of many against pork as an arti- 
of diet, I under the

palatable as any meat that the farmer

hogs for family use, and for a long! 
| Series of yearsI have put up the family 
supply of from five to seven} 
months’ old pigs, weighing from 150 
| to 200 pounds pach, and there is no 
| trouble at all to make these weights 
| With proper food and care, il grew 
a litter of eight pigs this year, and — 
killed four for family use at six months 
old. I did not weigh them, but the re- 
| maining four were sold at seven months 
old and averaged 226 pounds. [ think 
that the quality of the meat is large- 
ly determined by the feeding, and un-| 
der the plan which [ adopted some 
ten years ago our pork has been very! 
Superior to what it was in the days| 
of an exclusive corn diet. I was first 
led to consider this question from the’ 
experiments of Professor Henry, of the 
Wisconsin Experiment Station, as I 
was with him in Institute work for two’ 
weeks the year in which he first, pub- 
lished the results of his feeding experi- 
ments with pigs. A litter of eight was 
Selected and divided into two lots, and

ing fed on corn and the other four on 
a balanced gation made up of bran, 
middlings, barlsy meal and such foods 
as would develop bone, muscle and 
healthy ,vital organs. At the end of 
the feeding experiment the hogs were 
slaughtered and dissected by scientific 
men, and the parts carefully compared. 
The difference was remarkable, and it 
was found that the hogs which were 
fed the balanced ration had about 15 
Per cent more lean meat than those 
fed on corn, and the lean and fat was 
well mixed. All the vital and assimi- 
lative organs, such as heart, kidneys, 


lungs, liver, spieen ana the blood, were 
found to weigh trom 8Lo lo per vent 
more in the pigs fed for lean, indicat- 
ing robust health and vigor, But the 
most marked difference was in the 
Slreng’b of Lhe bones, ‘Lhe thigh bones 
were taken out and put under the test- 
ing machine, and those from the corn- 
fed hogs crushed at a pressure of about 
300 pounds, while the other sustained 
& pressure of nearly y0U pounds before 
they crushed. here can be no doubt 
that the meat from an animal in vigor- 
ious health is superior to that from one 
With a tendency to disease, and it is 
certainly true that a long period of 
corn feeding and excessive tat produces 
an enfeebled and diseased condition of 
the animal. ‘The feeding of a variety 
of foods, part of which are bulky, great- 
ly reduces the risk of loss from disease, 
and usually also the cost of the product, 
while it improves the quality of the 
meat, 

I prefer my pigs to comein the last 
partof April, andI make the bulk of 
their food bran, from weaning till four 
months old, but make the slops palat- 
able by the addition of wheat middliugs, 
oil meal and milk, if L have it, or if 
not, 1 use boiled and mashed potatoes, 
always salting the slop, By August 
we have green sugar cane (sorghum) 
and sweet corn, and a_ little later 
pumpkins and squashes; with these we 
increase the amount of corn fed, and 
try to see how much we can get the 
pigs to eat, but we are careful nev- 
er to feed so much that they will leave 
soiled food lying by them. I want my 
pigs always to coms with a good ap- 
petite to their feed. ‘A pig that will 
weigh from 175 to 200 pounds will give 
hams of ten to twelve pounds weight 
and furnish good breakfast bacon belly 
strips, and will make from twenty-five 
to thirty pounds of strained lard per 
head. A tew pieces of the best side 
meat will make nice pickle pork, which 
is the best meat for flavoring beans, 
cabbage and other vegetables, and is 
appetizing occasionally when sliced and 
rolled in fine meal and fried brown 
and crisp. We cure all-the meat to 
be smoked by what is called the ten 
day sugar-ctre plan. [ have practiced 
this for several years, and preter it to 
any plan I have ever tried. [t is much 
cheaper than brining, asa5-cent sugar 
barrel will answer to cure over 200 
pounds, and it is an advantage also to 
get through in ten days rather than 
to have it on hand for six {weeks We 
first rub the meat lightly with salt as 
soon as the hogs are cut up, which 
may before they are cold, and spread 
it out to cool, This will draw off any 
blood remaining in it. When cold we 
weigh ouc four pounds of salt and two 
weigh out for pounds of salt and two 

nds of granulated sugar, mixing 
thoroughly. We divide this by weight 
or measure into three equal parts, and 
rub the flesh part, and particularly the 
bone ends, with one-third of the mix- 
ture. In three days we rub again, us- 
ing another third, and transferring it 
to another barrel, so that which was on 
top will bo in the bottom, At the end 
of six days we use the last of our salt 
and sugar, and in three days more we 
smoke it, I set a large iron kettle in 
the smoke-house, with six inches of ash-| 
es in it, and build the fire in it with 
corncobs and hard wood; when it gets 
well to burning L partly smother the} 
fire with ashes so it will last longer, 
and by keeping up the smoke the meat 
will be ready to put away in abouta 
week, If one has not a smoke-house, 
or has but few hogs, the liquid extract 
of smoke may be used. I have used it 
for many years wibh excellent results. 
After the meat is smoked we wrap 
each piece in several thicknesses of pa- 
per.and put into a strong paper flour 
gack, and hang it in an attic, whore it 
will keep all summer, as no flies can 
ponetrate strong manilla paper sacks.
